tion, which the French consider it 
has been following for the past week. 
The French authorities do not an­ 
nounce the date of the advance, hut 
make no secret of the fact that they 
have decided to extend the occupa­ 
tion further eastward to coerce Ger­ 
many into paying the Huh- indus­ 
trials for the coal reparations deliv­ 
eries and as penalties for what they 
term the wilful failure of Berlin to 
fulfill its undertakings. 
Concerning coal 
deliveries, which 
tho Ruhr industrials have agreed to 
resume. France undertakes to pay the 
cost of labor and the salaries of the 
employees and m iners; only the own­ 
ers m ust look to Berlin for other 
than overhead expenses and the items 
which make up the price of the coal 
delivered f. o. b. at the French fron­ 
tier. 
Will Tax Coal 
The French are prepared to assist 
the owners in collecting from B er­ 
lin to the extent of occupation of 
the Bochum region and also further 
territory eastw ard later should G sr- 
many fail to come to terms. 
They 
will pay the miners, salaries from 
the proceeds of 
the 
tax 
on 
coal, 
formerly assessed by the Reich Gov­ 
ernment, which the French hav^ de­ 
cided to collect for themselves. 
They 
will levy a tax on every ton of coal 
shipped from the Ruhr into Germany, 
Bavaria and neutral countries.

Food Supply Depleted 
The occupation of Bochum also is

Ruhr for feeding the industrial popu­ 
lation, which the French assert they 
have found at such a low* ebb that | 
arrangem ents must Im* made imme- 1 
diately to import wheat and o th e r, 
foodstuffs into this area.

\ K 7 HEN we state that we "aee” *n 
object we are accustomed to be­ 
lieve that we actually see the tiling 
Itself*, whereas, as a matter of fact, all 
that our eye takes in is the light which 
is reflected from the object.
